A SUICIDE IN ASYLUM 


Had Sued Young Husband for 
Her Property and Then 
Changed Her Mind. 


ONCE HELD INCOMPETENT 


But Case Was to Have Been Heard 
Again Soon—Hanged Herself in 
a New Jersey Sanitarium, 


Mrs. Elizabeth V. A Clark, formerly 
of Chappaqua, N. Y., and possessor of a 
considerable fortune, whose ‘matrimonial 
venture a few years ago was followed 
by an almost continuous life in the courts, 
died last Friday in the Brookside Sani- 
tarlum at’ North Plainfield. Suicide by 
hanging is given as the cause of death. 
A Supreme Court verdict, declaring her 
neompetent, had been rendered: by de- 
fault at White Plains a year ago, The 
default has been reopened, and the new 
hearing had been set for th 

Chiteleans © day after 

Mrs. Clark was Miss Elizabeth V. A. 
Wright.- When her father’s estate was 
settled in 1908 Bhe got as her share land 
in upper Westchester County valued at 
$60,000; a cash payment of $10,000. and 
$8,000 In trust. She was 43 years old, 
and shortly after coming into her inher- 
itance she met Arthur B. Clar of this 
city, who was seven years younger than 
she was. 

‘The wedding took place in August of 
that year, and two years later Mrs. Clark 
brought suit against her husband to -re- 
cover her property, alleging that-he had 
obtained a deed to her $60,000 plot of land, 
obtained possession of the $10,000 in cash, 
had succeeded in making ‘himself trustees 
of the $8,000 trust fund, and had deserted 
her two months after their marriage. Mrs. 
Clark further charged that Her husband 
had become the possessor of all her prop- 
erty in May, 1908, three’ months before 
the marriage took place, with the under- 
standing that he was simply to hold it as 
steward for her. 

It developed that the faithful husband 
of two months nad incorporated himself 
into the Arthur B. Clark Company and 
that he had also organized the Newcastle 
Stone Company, which accepted some of 
his. wife’s land for use in its business. 
Mrs. Clark retained Arthur K. Wing of 
this city.as her lawyer and in the action 
which ensued Clark’s two corporations 
were made.the defendants. In September, 
1910, a month after action had been be- 
gun, Mrs. Clark was taken fil. ‘ i 

Her husband, according to Mr. Wing, 
-took her to the Woman's Hospital in 110th 
Strest and, without the advice of, her.at- 
\torney or physician, took ber away atter- 
she kad been in the hospital for several 
days, .Mr..Wihg got. a letter about the’ 
samé time from Mrs.-Clark in which she 
took back everything with which she had 
charged. her’ husband, and withdrew her 
authorization for him to. continue the suit. 

This complete and unexpected change of 
mind induced Mre. Clark's friends. and 
relatives to begin’ proceedings to’ have 
Mra. Clark declared incompetent. A’ com · 
migsion was appointed, and hearings wore 
begun before a Sheriff's jury in White 
Plains in December, 1910, There were 29 
hearings, and at the end the jury failed 
to agree as to her sanity. The case was 
carried into the Trial Term of the Su- 
preme Court, this time John F. McIntyre 
looking out for the interests of Mrs. Clark 
and her husband, Who were working in 
unison to have Mrs. Clark adjudged sane. 
On the day set for the trial neither of the 
Clarks appeared, and a verdict of in- 
sanity by default was ordered. H. R. 
Barrett of White Plairis was retained by 
the Clarks, and the default was reopened. 
After several postponemients the case was 
set for the 26th of this month. 

Mr. Barrett said last night that he 
knew that Mrs; Clark was fll in a gani- 
tarium in New Jersey and that he’ had 
intended paying her a visit. He got word 
on Friday from Mr, Clark, he said, that she 
had committed sultide. Mr. Barrett said 
that Clark himself, because of ariother 
case in which he was involved, was not 
free to go into the State of New Jersey 
until Dec. 11; and that he consequently 
sent a friend to get his wife’s body from 
the sanitarium. The burial took place 
last Monday, Mr. Barrett said, in Green- 
wood Cemetery... Owing to the wreck on 
the New York ‘Central at North White 
Plains, however, the relatives of Mrs. 
Clark could not be present at the funeral 
services arid the husband appeared as the 
sole mourner.

Must Better Unsanitary Conditions 
Within Five Days or Shut Up. 


At the weekly meeting of the Board of 
Health yesterday orders were adopted af- 
fecting 180 unsanitary bakeries. Seventy- 
five of thése were “public nuisance or- 
ders"’ and fifty-five ‘‘ vacation orders.” 
Nearly all thé bakeries affected are in 
Manhattan and Brooklyn. 
“ Public nuisance” and “vacation” or- 
ders in distinction from ofdinary notices 
of, violation of the Sanitary Code repre- 
sent the most peremptory form of action 
taken bythe department. ‘ Vacation” 
orders are employed where a building is 
unfit for human habitation because of 
defects in plumbing and drainagé ‘or be- 
cause of the existence of a nuisance on 
the premises which is likely to cause sick- 
ness among its occupants. .“‘ Public nul- 
sance’”’ orders are issued when ‘the preni- 
ises and the conduct. of business thereon’ 
are in a condition and effect dangerous 
to life and health of the public generally.

Private Quirk—Says Brewer Sought 
Revenge for Dismissal as Chaplain 
— Is Convict’s Wife. 


JUNCTION CITY, Kan, Dec. 13.—The 
Rev. Charles M, Brewer, formerly a thap-| 
lain in the United States Army, now pas- 
tor of a Baptist’Church in Olustee, Okla., 
has been accused by. Michael Quirk, a 
private soldier, of being the instigator of 
a series of -explosions ‘which have baf- 
fled military authorities at Fort Riley for 
six months: 

United States Commissioner Chase here 
stated to-day that Brewer had been ar- 
rested and held. Mrs. Anna Jordan of 
Kansas City, also implicated“in Quirk’s 
confession, was arrested to-day in Kan- 
Sas City, and army officers at Fort’ Ri- 
ley_said to-night’the Federal. authorities 
had | under observance several other -per- 
sons whose arrests might be expected. 
It. was sald the ‘persons under surveil- 
lance are prominent, ; : 

. he investigation has been going.on 
sometime, but it’ was not until to-day 
after Brewer aid Mrs. Jordan had been 
uriested that the confession of Quirk was 
made public. Quirk, whose confession was 
made to Col. Eli’ D: ’ Hoyte, Sixth Pield 
Artillery,” Commandant at Fort Riley, 
said he blew up the bridge across the 
Kaw River.on June 24 last,.and the cay- 
alry stable on June 30, when twenty-five 

cavalry horses were burned to death. He 
said also that he blew up the water main 
which supplied the post with. water. Quirk 
declared he committed these crimes at the 
instigation of Brewer, who sought ‘re- 
venge because he had been dismissed from 
the service for conduct unbecoming. an 
officer and a gentleman. 

Mrs. Jordan is the wifé of a convict in 
the Federal penitentiary at Fort Leaven- 
worth. She was arrested here several 
months ago for aiding her husband to 
escape from the guardhouse, where he 
was confined on a charge of stéaling. He 
was recaptured and sent to the Federal 
penitentiary. Mrs. Jordan was released. 

Quirk says he met the former chaplain 
and Mrs.’ Jordan-in ah automobile on. the 
road -betewen Junction City and ‘Fort 
Riley. * He "said * Brewer’ told Iim thiéy |, 
were on “their way to blow-up the® b: 
and asked him ‘to’ go along... Quirk said 
he placed the explosive. Quirk had been 
in the guardhouse on suspicion of coh- 
nection with the explosions for™nearly a 
rmonth, Last night ke sent for Col. Hoy le 
and confessed. 

Explosions and fires here within six 
months have destroyed Government prop- 
erty valued at $500,000. A big storehouse 
on the manoetivre grounds burned with a 
loss of $200,000.

First Visit to New York of the 
Chicago Organization in a 
Dozen Years. 


MR. STOCK WELCOMED 


First Performance of Sir Edward El- 
gar’s New Violin Concerto by 
Albert Spalding. 


Whatever ‘the special circumstances 
were that brought the Theodore Thomas 
Orchestra of Chicago to New York to add 
to the music of a city already more than 
1 concerts, 
the performance of the orchestra yester- 
day in Carnegie Hall had much to in- 
terest the music lovers of this city. The 
Chicago organization, came to. New York 
for a series of concerts in March, 1896, 
and again in March, 1898, both times 
under the leadership ‘of Mr. ‘Thomas: 
In the dozen~years that have elapsed, 
though its founder and organizer has 
been dead nearly seven of them, the or- 
chestra has become more firmly estab- 
lished than ever before; its years of 
storm and stress and its fight for life in 
its own city have apparently come to an 
end in a prosperous issue. Under the 4di- 
rection of Mr. Frederick A. Stock, the 
man-of Mr. Thomas’s own choice as his 
assistant and successor, the orchestra has 
made a steady: progress toward that fin- 
ish and stability In technique and style 
that are attainable only under the con- 
stant supervision of one keeping a high 
ideal steadily in. view and. willing: to 
work for it gradually, looking to the fu- 
ture. 

The Chicago orchestra has reached a 
Point of high development. It is not yet 
the finest orchestra in the country, but 
the--windy city by the lake has reason to 
be proud of it and of its firm establish- 
ment, and ought to find in its ministra- 
tions artistic delight of a high order. 

Its playing yesterday showed it to- be 
an admirable organization in almost 
every particular. Its.strings have: great 
vigor and power, a fine solidity, richness, 
and beauty, if not the highest beauty, of 
tone, and the skill of the indlividuai play- 
ers makes them: masters of difficulties. 
The wood-wind choir is excellent; brass 
Players seemed less trustworthy; and 
some of them suffered from nervousness 
that resulted’ in a few slight lapses; yet 
there were passages in which the brass 
choir acquitted itself with singular dis- 
tinction in point of tone and phrasing. 

The orchestral numbers were. _Beetho- 
ven’s “ Coriolanus”’ overture, Strauss’s 
tone poem, *“‘ Don Juan,” and Brahms’s 
Second symphony, works chosen to dis- 
play the best qualities of the orchestra. 
Beethoven's overture was played with 
splendid vigor; the weight and elasticity 
of the string tone counted for much. Here 
Mr. Stock’s reading was forcible and 
sound, without sentimentalizing the sec- 
ond theme. The finest achievement of the 
orchestra was wUhquestionably in the 
“Don Juan.” It was not only an extraor- 
dinarily brilliant performance of that 
fascinating and original work, but it was 
one of unusual finish in detafl, of care- 
fully wrought phrasing, of plastic repre- 
sentation of the themes, and the compli- 
cated tissue of the score is not often. set 
forth with such clearness, .and, at the 
same time, with such glowing color and 


sensuous expression. 

There was more to ‘give pause to the 
friends of the orchestra in-the symphony 
by Brahms. There was not so much 
finish ‘in the performance itself; and, in- 
deed, it seemed to be of a rather alfresco 
sort, with large and free brush strokes, 
Mr. Stock’s reading was rather extreme 
in the matter of nuances, both of dynam- 
ics and of tempo, in which he introduced 
many and considerable modifications, The 
last movement he took at a pace so rapid 
that its characteristic figures and pas- 
sages were blurred, which was unfortu- 
nate, for they. were assuredly’ meant to 
be clear and defined. .It also seemed as 
if at times Mr. Stock was so anxious for 
fullness and richness of tonal effect that 
he allowed the melodic parts, when they 
are given to less sonorous instruments, or 
in less sonorous registers, to be coveréd 
by the accompanying instruments; 
this lost the thread of that * melos”’ 
which it is the indispensable task of the 
conductor to preserve. 

An important feature of the concert was 
the performance of Sir Edward Digar's 
concerto for violin’ by Mr. Albert Spald- 
ing; it was the first performance in New 
Yurk of this concerto by the distinguished 
English composer. It was first played 
in London by. Mr. Kreisler, to whom it is

What is quite the most 
Acclaiming remarkable thing about 
an Alien the Durbar has not been 
as Emperor. mentioned ih the dis- 
patches, These have told 
us all about Its gcrgeousness and gran- 
deur as 2. spectacle, ahout the money that 
has been spent for gold and ivory and 
silks and jewels, about the magnificence 
of the native Princes assembled on horses 
and ‘elephants, and about the enormous 
crowds of commoner and common ‘people 
who gathered on their own feet and in 
such few clothes as they happen to have. 
What really impresses the mind, or what 
might do so, is the fact that in a country 
with something like 800,000,000 inhabi- 
tants, a little handful of hated and de- 
spised aliens can go far inland to its 
ancient and sacred capital and there an- 
nounce and celebrate with elaborate rites 
the claim of one of their number to rule it. 
‘The real significance of that fact—what 
it shows about the Indian peoples—is real- 
ized only when one thinks of what would 
happen-to that little group of aliens if 
they ventured to attempt the same thing 
in some other countries—the United 
States, for instance. Qur ‘native 
Princes,” like our common people, would 
probably find something else to do on 
such en occasion than contribute to its 
splendor, and one can easily imagine of 
what nature and in what tone would be 
their acclamations of the new ruler. 

But the 300,000,000 Indians are different, 
and the British were far from being the 
first to teach them submission to the 
rule of foreignérs. Indeed, the British 
have exactly the same right to do what 
they are doing as the Mongols whom we 
call Moguls had to do what they did until 
the British took their power away, for 
the Moguls themselves were but the last 
ofa long line of alien conquerors running 
back certainly to’the time of Macedonian 
ALBXANDER and probably at least as far 
again. So far as éither history or legend 
shows, the Indiang never ruled themselves 
and never even tried to do so with any- 
thing like a vigorous determination to 
be free or dead. The Great Mutiny‘ itself 
was in no sense @ popular revolt—it was 
Merely a fierce but futile struggle against 
the latest invaders: by the invaders who 
had come into India just before them. 

As somebody other than the Indians 
has always riled India it looks as if 
somebody other than they will always 
do it, and of any particular invader the 
important question seems to be, not by 
what right he rules, but whether he rules 
well or ill, Opinions differ as to the mer- 
its of English rule, ‘but no unprejudiced 
observer can deny its superiority to all 
its predecessors.

A man with 
plans for industrial development which 
would benefit labor and, Jower the cost 
of.living may be compelled to wait for

he gets it, his use of it will be such’a 
reasonable one as they will dare to sanc- 
tion. 

It is natural that men should seek to 
get all the wages they can, but no con- 
dition of.labor justifies the use of dyna- 
mite th the night. on men to ob- 
tain this end. .It is natura] that men 
should ask to get food and‘ clothing and 
other goods at as low prices as possible, 
but it is absolutely wrong to point the 
finger of distrust at all those engaged in 
manufacturing. and mérchandising on a 
large scale. It is not only wrong but it 
is ridiculous, for those may be the men 
who are doing most to eliminate waste, 
increase efficiency, and reduce — to 
the ultimate consumer. 


Business Between Tivo Millstones. 


Business is between the upper and the 
nether millstones. Take, for instance, the 
price of meats, which. enter so largely 
into the problem of the cost of high liv- 
ing. If hbeef.goes up the farmer roars 
with delight, and the consumer rages at 
the meat trust. The farmer pays off his

He has 
no desire to prosecute a man because he 
has ‘built up a large industry and made 


mortgage and buys an automobile, and|the manufacturing or marketing of goods 


more economical. 

The average man is. honest, law abiding, 
and intelligent, just.as is the average 
capitalist or labor union member. But 
the average man may be represented by 
a demagogue; there inay be capitalists 
whom it is necessary — send. to jail, and 
labor may be 4d by. dynamiters. 
it seems a pity ‘t ae the rank and file 
of these various interests cannot get te- 
gether and work for ‘the common welfare, 

If this is not practical, thére’ can at
